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ABSTRACT  OF  FUR  LAWS,  IQ'i^r^S

The  tabulations  in  this  leaflet  of  the  op^n  seasons  for  1944.*-4-5  on  fur  animal 
and  the  summaries' of  the  provisions- of  State  and  Prox'-incial  laws  concerning  posses- 
sion, sale,  shipment,  export,  and  licenses  have  been  prepared  primarily  to  aid  Fed- 
eral officials  in  conducting  investigations  under  the  Lacey  Act  and  enforcing  its 
provisions  and  to  answer  inquiries  of  State  game  officials,  trappers,  and  other  in 
terested  persons,'  Every  effort'  has-been  made  to  have  the  S''-irnmaries  correct,  but 
the'  trapping  seasons  in- many  States  and  Provinces  being^  subject  to  change  by  order 
or  regalat3.ons  of"  the  respective  conservation  authorities,  it  would  be  well  for 
trappers  and  others  concerned  to  apply  direct  to  the  proper  agency  for  the  latest 
information  on  State  and  Provincial  laws,  orders,  and  regulations  before  engaging 
in  trapping  or  other  activities  involving  fur  animals  or  parts  thereof, 

THE  FEDERAL  LACEY  ACT 

An  act  of  Congress  of  May  25,  1900  (31  Stat.  187),  as  amended,  known  as  the 
Lacey  Act,  provides,  among  other  things,  that  it  shall -be  unlawful  for  any  person, 
firm,  corporation,  or  association  to  deliver  or  knowingly  receive  for  shipment, 
transportation,  or  carriage,  or  to  ship,  transport,  or  carrir,   by  any  means  whateve 
from  any  State,  Territory,  or  the  District  of  Coluiabia  to,  into,  or  through  any 
other  State,  Territory,  or  the  District  of  Col^umbia,  or  to  a  foreign  country,  any 
wild  animal  ,  or  the  dead  body  or  part  thereof,  imported  from  ar.j   foreign  country 
contrary  to  any  law  of  the  United  States,  or  captured,  killed,  taken,  purchased, 
sold,  or  possessed  contrary  to  any  such  law,  or  captured,  killed,  taken,  shipped,  ; 
transported,  carried,  purchased,  sold,  or  possessed  contrary  to  the  law  of  any    \ 
State,  Territory,  or  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  foreign  country  or  State,  Provin 
or  other  subdivision,  thereof  in, which  it  was  eaptured,  killed,  taken,  purchased, 
sold,  or  possessf.d,  pr-in  which  it  was' delivered  or  knowingly  received  for  shipmen' 
transportation,  or  carriage,  or  from  which"  it  \vas  shipped;;  transported,  or  carried 
or  to  transport,.  brij5g^  pr^  convey  .by .  any  means  whatever,  from -any  foreign  country  -• 
into  the_   JJnite/i.^tai;^es^  any  wild  .aaimal,  or  the  dead  body   or  part  thereof,  captureci ; 
killed,  taken,  shipped.,  transported,  'or  carried  'contrary  to  the  law.  of  the  foreigr  ■■ 
country,  or  State,  Province,  or  other  subdivision  thereof,  in  which  it  was  capture 
killed,  taken,  delive.red,  or  knowingly  received  for  shipment,  'transportation,  or 
'^carriage,-  or  from  whiqh  it  wa^  s/iipped,  .transported,  or  carried.  The  act  further 
provides  ,that  no  persq^a,  firm,,  corpcratibh,  or  association  purchasing  or  receiving 
any  wild  animal,  or  the  dead  body  or  part  'tnerecf ,  impor^wdd  'from  any  foreign  count 
or  shipped^  transported,-  or  ca.!rried  in  interstate  commerce,  shall  make  sny  false  . 
record  or  render  any  account  that  is  false  in  reference  thereto. 


An  amendment  of  June  15,  1935  (4-9  Stat,  3S0),  confers  upon  employees  of 
■<  The  Department  of  the  Interior  authorised  to  enforce  the  act  (in  accordance  vit-h 
Reorganization  Plan  No©  2,  transferring  certain  functions  from  the  Department  of 
(  Agriculture),  power  to  arrest  any  person  committing  a  ■'.d.olation  of  any  provision 
of  the  act  in  his  presence  or  view,  and  also,  under  v/arrant,  authority  to  search 
for  and  sieze  any  wild  animals  or  the  dead  bodies  or  parts  tnerecf  shipped,  trans- 
•  ported,  or  carried  in  violation  of  the  act. 

An  am.endment  of  June  19,  1939  (53  Stat,  34-0),  provides  "that  all  packages  or 
.containers,  except  those  from  foreign  countries,  in  which  the  fiirs,,  Mdes^  or  skin, 
of  wild  animals  are  siiipped^  ti-ansported,  or  carried  shall  be -plainly  and  clearly' 
marked  or  labeled  on  the  outside  thereof  with  the  names,  and  addresses  of  the  shipp 
and  the  consign^ *»

Possession  and  sale. — Possession  of  furs,  skins,  or  pelts  by  trapper,  fur 
buyer,  or  dealer  longer  than  20  days  after  the  close  of  the  season  is  illegal,  un- 
less permission  to  keep  furs  longer  has  been  granted  by  the  Department  of  Conserva- 
tion before  the  expiration  of  the  20~day  period.   No  restrictions  on  sale  of  skins 
legally  taken  and  on  which  State  tax  has  been  paid, 

Shipm.ent  and  export,— No  restrictions  on  skins  legally  taken  and  on  v^hich 
State  tax^has  been  paid. 

Licenses.— rResident,  $2,50.  A  nonresident  is  not  permitted  to  trap.   Fur  buyo 
or  trader  must  obtain  a  license  based  on  gross  sales  of  the  preceding  year,  the 
minimum  cost  of  license  being  ^25.

If  the  trapper  disposes  of  only 
part  of  the  pelts  covered  by  the  permit,  the  original  permit  must  accompany 
the  pelts  disposed  of  and  an  application  made  for  a  new  pernaJi  to  cover  the

Shipment  and  export, — See  Possession  and  sale.  Licensed  dealers  are  not 
required  to  obtain  shipping  permits  for  raviT  furs,  but  shipping  tags  provided 
by  the  State  Game  and  Fish  Commission  must  be  attached  to  each  bundle  shipped, 
and  each  bundle  must  show  nam.e,  address,  and  license  number  of  shipper. 
Licensed  trappers  must  obtain  a  shipping  permit  from  the  Commission  for  each 
shipment  of  furs  out  of  the  .State,   The  permdt  must  be  attached  to  each  bundle 
shipped  and  m.ust  show  the  number  of  each  kind  of  pelt  in  the  shipm.ent,  names 
of  shipper  and  consignee,  and  license  number  of  trapper.  Licensed  dealers  must 
furnish  the  Commission,  on  or  before  June  30j  a  written  report  showing  number 
and  kinds  of  skins  purchased  from  trappers  and  the  amount  paid.
